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“ V EH U 

On Tuesday February 2nd, 2010, community 
members, advocates and religious leaders met with 
the District Director of U.S. Representative Bob 
Brady's office at 1 907 South Broad Street, to urge 
the Congressman to co-sponsor HR 4321 , an immi- 
gration reform bill which would help families in our 
community who are facing the deportation of a loved 
one. Representative Brady's District includes much 
of the Cambodian community in South Philadelphia 
on the east side of Broad Street. Community members 
told their stories of living with the impending orders 
of removal that would eventually separate them from 
someone they love. They told stories of family 


members who have already been forcibly removed, 
separated from their loved ones and have had to 
start a new life in Cambodia. 

Our community suffers through the continuous 
deportation of fathers, sons, uncles, mothers, daugh- 
ters, aunts, grandparents, and friends. Since 
Cambodia signed the Memorandum of Understanding 
with the United States in 2002 to accept deportees 



back to Cambodia, the United States has deported 
over 250 people, and over 1500 Cambodian-Ameri- 
cans are awaiting deportation around the country, 
and dozens of those people are from Philadelphia. 
When will it stop? 

As the deportation law stands now, no leniency 
is given to folks who came to the US under refugee 
status - no consideration is given to the fact that 
individuals are being deported to a country they once 


fled. As the law stands now, immigration judges are 
not given the opportunity to hear the individual cir- 
cumstances of each case - no consideration can be 
given to the effects deportation of a parent will have 
on children. HR 4321 would prevent the deportation 
of Cambodian-Americans who came to the United 
States as refugees before the age of 12. It would also 
allow for an individualized hearing, and give immi- 
gration judges more room to consider the best interest 
of a US citizen child before ordering his/her parent 
deported. Many organizations in Washington DC 
fought hard to ensure that these parameters would 
be included in HR 4321, namely the Southeast Asian 
Resource Action Center (SEARAC). 

After Christmas 2009, a petition was released 
among our community, and due to the efforts of 
inspiring community members, nearly 500 signatures 
were collected. This petition was brought to Represen- 
tative Brady's office on February 2, along with over 
1,000 signatures collected by Latino organizations 
within their communities. Together this diverse group 
of community members from South Philly handed 
over their collaborative petitions and asked for 
Representative Brady to serve his constituents by 
co-sponsoring HR 4321 - and he did.. .that very same 
morning! 

However, the work is not over. In Philadelphia, 
we now have two US Representatives who have 
co-sponsored the bill - Representative Bob Brady 
and Representative Chaka Fattah. But we still have 
two US Representatives in Philadelphia who have 
yet to co-sponsor - Representative Allyson Schwartz 
and Representative Patrick Murphy - both of whom 
will be much more difficult to convince, so please keep 
signing the online petition: http://www.petitiononline.

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Officials Urge Caution After Carjacking Rape

Officials yesterday said they 
were still investigating the kid- 
napping and rape of a 17-year-old 
student that took place earlier this 
week, but noted that people 
should take care not to put them- 
selves in potentially dangerous 
situations. 

Khuong Sreng, governor of 
Phnom Penh’s Sen Sok district, 
said that by parking in a dark and 
largely deserted area, the victim — 
who was violently abducted on 
Sunday night and driven from the 
capital to Kompong Speu province 
where she was raped and then 
robbed while her 4year-old-neice 
sat in the car — created an opportu- 
nity for the crime to occur. 

"She parked the car in a dark 
place which was so far from oth- 
ers, and left the keys in the car 
because she wanted to listen to 
music while she was waiting,” said 
Mr Seng, adding that there are 
police stationed in Sen Sok district 
but that they cannot keep constant 
watch on every movement 

“I do not blame thus on the vic- 
tim,” he said yesterday. “But the 
criminals are lying in wait in order 
to make any crime if there is an 
opportunity.” 


"I would Kke to call the people to 
be careful,” he added. 

San Arun, secretary of state at 
ihe Ministry of Women’s Affairs, 
said yesterday that while she didn’t 
know the details of the crime, it is 
important to stay vigilant 
“It is difficult to say it is her fault, 
but she should be careful with her- 
self. Even myself, I lock the door, I 
try to be ray cankiil,” she said 
Kompong Speu provincial penal 
police chief Svay Yoeun said yes- 
terday that police are working to 
track down the three suspects. 

“We have some clues for the 
perpetrators. They are nek local tar- 
gets but outsiders,” he said, declin- 
ing to provide more detail on the 
confidential investigation. 

Peanratha Manith, senior child 
rights monitor for Licadho, said 
yesterday that he had just received 
the case and was working on an 
investigation as well 
“The area is so quiet; which can 
provide lots of opportunity to com- 
mit the crime,” he said. But, he 
added, “the victim is already suffer- 
ing. If we put any blame on her it 
would make her feel like no one 
takes care of her”

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New Rules Cut Into Profits, Boat Operators Say

Boat operators expressed frustra- 
tion yesterday over costly fees 
being charged by die newly 
formed Phnom Penh Tourist Wa- 
tts' Association, which decided fast 
month to charge $3 every time a 
boat departs from the new landing 
station near Daun Penh district’s 
Street 94. 

Operators say the PFTWA star- 
ted to collect the money from Jan 
IS— a day after all tour boats were 
required to land at the new loca- 
tion— and the additional costs are 
deeply affecting their profit margins. 

“I pay three dollars for every time 
my boat departs,” said Nath Tha, 
46, a boat operator and member of 
the PIFTWA. ’The association has 
not let us know about revenue and 
expenditure being made.” 

He sad PFTWA should not be 
responsible for constructing a new 
dock for boat operators. 


Hei Bavy, general director of 
Phnom Penh Autonomous Port 
said die new dock would be built 
near where die government palace 
currently stands. 

“We will have a meeting to dis- 
cuss this matter next week,” he 
said, aiding who will foot die bill 
had yet to be derided. 

Boat operators and port officials 
are still negotiating parking prices <£ 
the new docking area, with prices 
ranging from $10 for a small boat to 
$30fbr a bg boat per month. 

Ms Tha added that since she 
started making payments to die 
PPTWA she has seen no improve- 
ments to the dock, which operators 
say would be insufficient during die 
rainy season. 

She said that PFTWA should 
pay for the new dock if they are 
going to continue taking $3 from 
boat operators every lime they take 
customers on a trip. 


Boat operators say they made 
more money before Jan 18, when 
their vessels were allowed to dock 
anywhere along the riverbank and 
tourists could choose which boat 
they wanted to take. 

“Before, I oould make $150 per 
day. Now 1 only make $50,” said 
Nos Ibrahim, 65, an owner of two 
boats along the riverfront 

Tien Srey, 37, another boat ow- 
ner, said: ‘To collect three dollars 
is too expensive. I have to be re- 
sponsible for nine people in my 
family.” 

PFTWA Director Ly Puthy re- 
jected the complaints yesterday, 
saying the association was in fact 
paying for a number of measures 
such as purchasing uniforms and 
waBdetalkies for staff members. 

“We pay wages for our staff as 
well,” he said.

On December 3, 2009, 26 Asian students were 
attacked at South Philadelphia High School, This brought 
great concern and hurt to Asian communities of all kinds 
across Philadelphia. We will always be hurt when the 
misunderstanding of differences leads to violence, espe- 
cially among our youth. 

The students had various meetings with School District 
officials, they held press conferences, they organized a 
Community Speak out Vigil, and they testified at the 
School Reform Commission on December 9th, they met 


with members of the Mayor's Commission on Asian American 
Affairs and representatives from the Pennsylvania and 
Philadelphia Human Relations Commissions. 

I, as a representative of CAGP, was deeply involved in 
the subseguent boycott of South Philadelphia High School 
led by over 80 students over the course of 8 school days. 
The students were not boycotting or demonizing the students 
who attacked them, but they were pointing responsibility

towards the system within the school and the School 
District that allowed the attacks to happen. Because there 
exists a systemic misunderstanding of cultural differences 
which caused the climate in the school to escalate to that 
point of random and racial violence. 

Racially motivated violence against immigrants is 
prevalent all over the School District. Although the recent 
attacks were mainly perpetrated against Chinese and 
Vietnamese immigrant students, we must be aware that 
random attacks and violence are perpetrated against 
Cambodian immigrant students around the city as well. At 
the bottom of many incident reports I have seen, there lies 
a common theme, ”1 think they attacked because I am Asian." 

Many folks believe this is caused by a misconception 
of language, as many students attacked in these cases 
are English Language Learners. In our schools there is 
little value of language, of learning languages, of hearing 


other languages being spoken, and often this systemic 
devaluing can lead to misunderstanding, and violence. 

The students who boycotted South Philadelphia High 
School spent their time away from school coming to pro- 
found conclusions after sharing stories with each other 
and breaking down the roots of racism and bias violence. 
Their cause was to create a safe learning environment for 
all students at South Philadelphia High School, Asian, 
Asian- American, African-American, Latino, and Caucasian. 
The students discovered how they could approach the climate 
at their school in a progressive way, but they also knew 
that they needed the system to change for the benefit of 
all students in Philadelphia Public Schools. 

The students did everything they could to get their 
thoughts on the table for the cause of creating safe schools. 
Eventually on Tuesday December 15th, they met with 
Superintendent Arlene Ackerman to voice their concerns, 
and after the meeting they declared the boycott suspended, 
and returned to school on Wednesday December 1 6th, 

The Department of Justice is now investigating the 
attacks of December 3rd as racial discrimination on the 
part of South Philadelphia High School and Philadelphia 
School District administrations for disregarding long-standing 
warning signs of rising racial tension in the school, which 
had been brought to their attention by community advo- 
cates for 1 8 months before the December 3rd attacks. The 
Pennsylvania Human Relations Commission is contem- 
plating jump-starting an investigation as well. The 
Philadelphia Human Relations Commission has now begun 
a series of 11 public hearings around the city on school 
violence.* There are still many issues with our schools, 
and there will continue to be much work ahead for our 
communities to ensure that our youth are safe and learning. 
But we should take inspiration from these young people 
who decided it was time to fight and to end the silence of 
living with unsafe schools and poor school climates.

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One Cambodian Dead After New 
Year ’s Gang Fight in Vietnam

A Cambodian from Svay Rieng 
province’s Romeas Hek district was 
killed in Vietnam during a fight 
between Vietnamese and Cam- 
bodian youth gangs last week, 
while two other Cambodians wane 
seriously injured, local police said. 

Svay Rieng provincial police chief 
Prach Rim said yesterday that the 
two gangs clashed on Monday in 
the Vietnamese town of Tay Ninh, a 
few kilometers from the border 
with Svay Rieng. 

“There were 11 Cambodian 
gangsters and 11 Vietnamese gang- 
sters who attacked each other in 
Vietnam. One Cambodian was 
killed and two were injured. Viet- 
namese police have arrested 11 sus- 
pects in this case,” said Mr Rim, 
adding provincial police and Viet- 
namese police officers cooperated 
during the investigation, 

Fhann Chin, provincial investiga- 
tor for the local rights group Adhoc 


said he visited Tai Ninh and spoke 
to the Cambodian youths involved 
in the incident, adding the three vic- 
tims were brothers. 

“Var Den, 21, died, and Var Deth, 
19, Var Doeun, 25, were injured” 

Mr Chin said the Cambodians 
were students who had entered 
Vietnam on bicycles to celebrate 
Chinese New Year, but after they 
had parked their bicycles in town 
and walked to a bus station, they 
encountered the Vietnamese group 
who reportedly attacked them with 
wooden sticks and knives. 

Mr Rim said the attackers beat 
Var Den to death and threw his 
body in a river where it was found 
Wednesday. His injured brothers 
were hospitalized in Vietnam with 
wounds to their heads and bodies. 

“They know each other; they 
fought with each other before,” Mr 
Rim sad of the two groups.

Our biggest challenge we have is a 

place where we can all practice. 

What was your experience of Tiny 
Toones? What did you learn from it? 
What did you think of it? How did it, or 
did it, effect how you perform now? 

My experience with Tiny Toones 
was exciting. They were one of the first 
international crew we actually battled 
and hanged out with. It made me (DK) 
want to go to Cambodia to start teaching 
over there. I learned that breaking lives 
everywhere. Even in Cambodia. I know 
it's real hard for them financially out there. 
I'm glad there doing their thing over there. 
It makes me want to practice harder to 
become a teacher for the youth in 
Cambodia in the future. 

Have you been battling (or the like) 
anywhere recently? Where/when can 
people go to see you perform? 

Yeah we have been mainly battling. 
Right now we are mainly focusing on 
that scene.
